He does- after the fate manner, 
is if 'a Phyſican ſhoald apply hiinſelf ts the Cure 
of his Patients fore Finger, without ever taking 
notice of his Mottal Wounds ;. which, how ill 
you'd take it in your bodily. concerns, all Men 
know':* And why you ſhould not take it as ilf in. 
your Spiritual Aﬀairs, is, to every conſidering 
Man, an inftance of the greateſt madneſs. And' 
therefore, as-every Miniſter would avoid chat 
heavy Cenfſure of Preaching ſmwoth things, and' 
of pleaſing rather than diſturbing Men in their - 
Sins ; thatis, as he would avoid the Cenlure of 
undoing Men, inſtead of doing themany. good : 
So let him be. ſure co.-Preach moſt againſt thoſe- 
| Sins > 
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Notes hh, im bf none : but of wh urder and 
Adultery. And- Soo if L150 % in Da- 
maſcus,. or Moab, or Soy 0 r Tyrys, or Tudah, 
or Iſrael, three or four  Tranlgreſſions more no- 
totious than t e reſt, they are. all_ to-be- told -of 
thoſe more than of alf the reſt, as you have it at 
large in; the Prophet Ames.

Man can't/be withoyt, 18 more ſelf. ſufhcient than 
he 4s, and therefore is hker God tharr he ts; and 
then alſo, on: whoſe ſide lies the advantage ? 

-. Aggin,, Tis a nobler thing to {uffer an Injury, 
than” ito! .do an Iojury; and therefore the rich 
Man being the moſt proud, and a proud Man be- 
ing the moſt Injurious, of the.two, who then is 
the better Man of thetn ? and then alſo, of whoſe 
fide lies the advantage ?-. 

Again, The uncertainty of Riches is ſuch, that 
he that is rich to-day, :may be poor to morrow, 
then,and will be eG pitied by all men m his pover- 
ty, the prouder he was-when he was rich : And 
therefare alſo, the rich Man has Iefs reaſon to: 
be proud than the pooreſt ' Beggar has. For the- 
pooreſt Beggar has a paſlibility of becoming rich- 
er, Withant the poſſibility of becoming poorer, 
unleks any obe ſteal away: his Poverty. +: 

' 4+, A. eich Mai oveht nat to-be| proud, be-: 
cauſe be has the greateſt reaſon of all other Men 
to. be humble, For, his Accompts are the greateſt ; 
for, to wham-much-ii given ot him-much is re-- 
quir'd. ' His Danger is the greateſt ; for, he is ſet 
upon the moſt' ſligpery places. His Temptation. 
vthe greateſt 3 for, he s moſt like to-be Proud, 
which is the greateſt of.all Sins. His Care i the 
greateſt; for, he pierceth bimſelf} through wich 
= molt: 
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moſt Sorrows: And yet for- all this, his Hopes 
and his Incomes ate the leaſt ; for; it ſeldoni hap- 
pens that the Riches of this World. and thoſe 
of the next go together. The Happineſs of 
Dives and Lazarys being ſcarce ever to be met 
with in the ſame place. For faith'Chriſt; Verily, 
I ſay unto you;” to at a rich man ſball hardly enter 
into the K ingdom of Heawen. And again T ſay 
unto you, it is eafier for a Camel to go trough the 
eye of a needle, than for a-rich man to enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven, Matth.' xix. 23,24. 
5. fy rich Man ought not to! be proud, be- 
cauſe God will take it moſt ill from him of all 
others: For, there is nothing ſo comman as to 
hear a rich Man fay, "that 'his Riches do come 
from the Blefling and ' Favour of Almighty God ; 
and .'tis uſual for him to hug himſelf with the 
conceit of his Soul's Proſperity for his Temporal 
Succeſs : and therefore certainly, he has more to 
thank 'God: for, than-ochers hs, For, God is 
more kind to him, -as he thinks at leaſt than he 
15 to his poorer Neighbours: ' And therefoxe, God 
being moſt kind tothe Rich man, atid-the proud 


Rich 'man being the moſt odious, and the moſt 


ungrateful to Almighty God, it is but reaſonable 
that God ſhould take it moſt ill from-him of all 
others. - And therefore *tis, that when 'God' 
raiſes a Man up:to great Riches and Honour, ya 
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he does thereupon become proud, and looks big 
upon't;, GOD is fo far concern'd at it, tp. 
though he giveth to all Men liberally , and up- 
braideth not, yet he, cannot chuſe but upbraid 
and reproach ſuch a one openly to his face. Have 
T done ſo and ſo to thee, and haſt thou requited me thus 
4 it? Aud inſtead of bumbling thy ſelf bf fore me, buf 

lift up thy Feel againſt me, and} haſt preferr d ny Gifts 

are my ſelf? Which, to any Man of common 
Senſe and Ingenuity, i is worſe than a Moral Stab, 
worſe than Death. 

6. A rich Man ought not to be proud ; becauſe, 
that's the way to have his Riches taken from 
him ; which, ,co a Worldling, One would think, 
might be a ſufficient Argument againſt Pride, 
when all others fail'd, For , he that is proud, 
takes much upon him., and thinks well of him- 
ſelf, and expedts a oreat deal of Honour ſhou'd 
be ſhewa him : And whoever honours hinaſel£, 
does rob God, to whom all Honour and Glory 
does of Right belong: And he that robs God, 
may be ſure to be -cbbed by God: For, as God 
bacinel froward towards them that are froward ; 
and as he lightly ſers by thoſe that regard him no, 
ſo likewiſe, the coming of God upon the Robber 
of his Honour, will be that of a Thief, both for 
its {uddenneſs and its violence. And when God 
takes. all away, What can be left? 

7. A Rich Man ought not to be proud ; be- 


D cauſe, 
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cauſe, he that is prond of his Riches, 'makes his 
Gold his God, and adores gn Idol. And an Idol 
we all know is nothing in the World ; and what an 
admirable Fool is he, that's proud ev'n of nothing? 
"And what an excellent Bargain does that Man make, 
that parts with Omniporence, for that which is nq- 
thing 2 and exchanges God for that which is not ? 
yea, and much worſe too, exchanges him for the 
Devil, who was the firſt Author of Pride ? and this 
is ſuch an Aﬀeront, and God takes it ſo heinouſly, 
- and reſents it ſo terribly, that the Angels who were 
firſt guilty. of it, were thruſt out of Heaven, and 
were not ſo much as ſuffer'd to abide in any part of 
all God's Creation, but were tumbled down into 
Hell; which (as well as Death, and Sin that are the 
cauſes of it) is a Place. that God never made. 
And *tis remarkable, that as a Proud Rich Man 
does change the Glory of the Incorruptible God, 
Into this or that Piece of Gold: So likewiſe, 
God firs him with a Puniſhment accordingly, as 
is plain from Nebuchadnezzar's Caſe, who, for his 
Pride, from a Man became a Beaſt. And 'tis as 
remarkable, That when God does puniſh a proud 
Man, he fcorns to let him have ſo Honourable a 
Death as that of the Sword ; and therefore he ſends 
either Frogs, or Lice, or ſome fuch contemptible 
Creatures to pull down his Pride, and to level him 
- with his Native Earth, and his Primitive Duft and 
Aſhes. And 'tis well' nigh as remarkable, 
that 
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chat as David ſays, A Proud Man ſhould not tarry in 
his fight ; ſo likewiſe, God is reſolv'd tro ſhew the 
ſame Indignation againſt him,” by chruſting him, 
if poſſible, out of his Sight too, into utter Darkneſs. 

Laſtly,'A Rich Man'ought not to be proud ; be» 
cauſe, he that is prond, neither now is, nor can 
ſcarce ever be a true Chriſtian. For, that no 
proud Man is now a true Chriſtian is plain; for, 
he that is proud, thinks he has ſomething to be 
proud of ; and he that thinks ſo, can never 
think himſelf an unprofitable Servant. He 
that is proud, thinks himſelf well; and he thar 
thinks ſo, can never go to the Phyfitian, which 
none but the- Sick have need of Fe that is 
proud , Ccareth not for God , neither is God in all 'his 
Thoughts , Pſal. 10. 4. And he that careth not 
for God, is not likely to caſt all his Care upon 
him, and to part with his Profit and his Pleaſure, 
and his Pride, 'and his Life, and his All for God's 
Sake. He that is proud in beart, is an Abomination to 
the Lord. Prov. xvi. 5. And God refifteth the proud, 
Jan. iv. 6. 4nd ſcorneth the ſcorners, Prov. iti. 34. And 
thoſe who are.an abomination to God, and whom 
God reſiſterh, and ſcorneth, are none of thoſe dear 
Children of his, whom he loves as the Apple of 
his Eye, and as the Signet upon his right hand. And 
beſides all this, he that is proud, is the Child of thar 
Father, whoſe Works he doth, 'the Devil ; ' and he 
| 1 follows 
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follows him. in that which was his firſt & his great- _ 
eſt Sin, his Pride : and he thar. is guilcy of as great 
a Sin, as the Devil himſelf can poſſibly be guilty of, 
can come- into God's houle no other way -than the 
Devil does, in diſguiſe. And how ſuch a one can. 
be 2 true Chriſtian, or howhe has any more Right 
to God's Church, than the Deyil had to Heaven, 
when he was thruſt out thence for his Pride, I dare 
adventure to let the proud 'Man himſelf be Judge 
of. From whence tis plain, that no proud Man is 
now a true Chriſtian : and that he can ſcarce ever be 
a true Chriſtian, is as plain from hence : For, he that 
x proud can-{carce ever be reform'd,but-js in a man- 
ner paſt all Cure. For, the Methods of. reclaiming 
a Sinner, being only, either the Ga@dnefs, or the 
Severity of God : and the Goodneſs of God being 
only a Means to make him worſe , by making him 
eſteem that as a juſt Tribute thar's due to his Me- 
rits : and the Severity of God being only a Means 
to make him worſe too, by making him eſteem God 
unjuſt for puniſhing him that. ought to. be reward- 
ed : It follows, that a proud Man is in.a manner paſt 
all Cure,and therefore, can ſcarce ever be reform'd ; 
and therefore, as now he is not, ſo neither can he 
fearce ever be a true Chriſtian : And what the Cons» 
ſequence of that is, I hope he: needs not to be. told. 
And: if all theſe Reaſons be not enough to make 
thoſe that are Rich ia this World, to a 
their 
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their Pride,they deſerve to periſhin their beloy'& De- 
laſion, and to become Martyrs to their Folly : and 
"were great pity indeed, but that they that do thus 
ſacrifice to their own Drags, ſhould become Viftims 
ro the Gold they adore. 

And thus you' fee, that Riches are apt to make 
Men proud; and the Reaſons why, Rich men ought 
not to be {o. Which, one would think, were enough 
if poſſible, to reclaim chem from their Pride. But 
alas } it's nothing near it. For, Rich men are fofar 
loſt among their Riches, that they do know neicher 
GOD nor Themſelves. And as a Rich Man's Pride 
does nor -{uffer him to own himſelf to be but Man,fo 
« does not/ſyffer him to own himſelf to be a proud 
man: for, Pride is ſo odious and deteftable a thing, 
that the prond man bimfelf, will, hke Haman, ſooner 
be hang'd, than endure bur the very ſhadow of it in 
an Humble Mordecai, And therefore, as a man 
can't kill his Enemy, unleſs he knows him; and as 2 
man can't cure his Diſeaſe, unleſs he knows it; fo 
neicher can a Proud man be ever weaned fron his 
Pride, till he do firſt know, and/own himſelf, 'ty be 
ſuch. And therefore, ſeeing: —_ tan is'thus 
wilfully Ignorant of himſelf ; and ſeeing it is irtipoſs 
fible for him to be ever otherwile, oh he be*firft 
brought to know himſelf, and tohave aclear proſpect 
into the wretched Pride of his hanghty Heart ; there» 
fore I ſhall preſent him with his own Picture, where 
| be 
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he may eafily ſee himſelf, though not drawn. to the 
Life indeed, {for chat is as impoſiible as to repreſent 
his Dreams) yet however, ſet forth in ſuch lively 
Colours, thathe may eafily ſee himſelf, as through a 
Glaſs, as darkly. Nor indeed ,if itwere poſlible, is ic 
neceſlary to Sn him tothe life ; the very leaft ſighr 
of ſuch an-odious Spectre being enough to make him 
| forever loath himſelf ſo far, as never to appear in 
publick, but in a Mask, always Transform'd. 

And here now [take for granted, That the Proud 
man's Picture is. the Reverſe of an Humble man's. 
And an Humble man's Pi&ture I take to be the ſame 
with that Eidyllum or Repreſentation that David has 
left us of himſelf, in the 1 3 1 P/al. where he ſays, 
Lord, l am not big b-minded. - Thave no proud looks. I a not 
exerciſe my hel in reat matters that are to high for me. 
But I refrain my ſoul and keep it low, like as a Child that is 
weaned from his Mother ; yea, my foul is epen as a weaned 
Child. And his is ſuchan exaR Pigure of an Hums 
ble man, char itis the beſt that God cou'd draw him, 
and has the approbation of Omniſcience, that 'tis ex- 
ceeding .Gogdl ;Andiherefore, when he Diſciples 
AmbinDa ond them.zo ask-Chriſt who ſhou'd 
reateſtamong them, 'he that was. the Brightneſs 
of.God's Glory, and the expreſs Image of his Perſon, 
and foknew very well-whar'it was to draw a thing in 
it-s proper. colours, check'd their Pride by preſenting 
them, with. a Picture of ' Hwiulity drawn to the life, a 
little Child : whom, whoever does not imitate, he 


can 
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can nevet enter that Heay'n, where: Humility does 
reign in ſuch a high degree, that the fotr and twenty 
Elders are content to proſtrate themſelves, and to 
throw down theirCrowns of Righteouſneſs at che feet 
of the Lamb, che Child, Chrift-Jeſus. And lo! here's 
for you the Picture of Humilicy, drawn by the ſame 
Hand that made the World. And do you butrake 
it and view it in another Light; and "twill exactly 
Teprelent the proud: man. For, 
Firſt of all, A proud Man is high - minded, 
and that he diſcovers- by the pride of his looks, 
the haughtineſs of his words, and the hrcle care 
he takes what becomes of all others, ſo he him- 
ſelt may but lord ir high enough, which is a cers 
tain ſign he looks upon all his fellow Creatures as 
deſigned only {or his Service and Devotion. He is 
Higheminded to [uch a degree, that he ſcorns, and 
looks upon it as a great diſparagement to him, to 
keep ſuch mean Company , as God keeps : He 
reckons it below him to be ſeen with thoſe men, 
whom God thinks worth his while to make frequent 
viſits to, and to ſup with, and to be a conſtant Reft- 
dent in the Temples of their Bodies, and to leave 
heaven His dwelling plate, for to come and dwell 
with them. He eſteems it a diſgrace to his Blood to 
match into ſuch a Family as deſcends from Heaven, 
has God for it's Author, and is Spouſe to Chriſt. He 
eſtgems it a diſgrace to his Parts, to ſubmic his Judg- 
ment to God's Wiſdom, and to captivate his Under» 
TY ſtanding 
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RAanding to the foolihnels of Preaching, and to ac- 
uieſce in. the Verdict of Iofallibility, And there- 


ore; what Gad calls Evil, be calls Good ; what God 


abhars, he ſpeaks well of : He preferrs the Rich bes 
fare the Gaad ; he preferrs the (caly chequer'd back 
of a Serpent before a chaſt and a virgin Adam, and 
preferrs the Earth,the Devil,and himſelf before God. 
And this High Mind of his be diſcovers in the nexc 
- place by the pride of his Looks. A Man's Eye, tho' 
there is no Truſt to be given to his Fore-head, being 
uſually a good Interpreter of his Mind, He ſcarce 
vouchſafes the beſt man above half an Eye, & that he 
does with ſuch a diſdaining ſcornful caſt of it,.as if all 
about him were ſcarce warthy of ic, were but ſo mas 
ny Graſhoppers. And what's a wonder to me;he that 
is ſo quick+{ighted,as to diſcern Beauty in a crawling 
Worm, and a, naſty Swine ; yea, and even in utter 
darkneſs too, can yet find none in that Face that 
ſhines withthe Light of God's Countenance,and has 
God's Image far more viſibly ftampt upon it than 
his awn. Nay, he diſcovers ſo much Pride with his 
Looks, that he ſcornsthale Looks that God gave him, 
and therefore ſtrikes out all thoſe lively Touches of 
God's hand from his face, and ſupplies it with better 
and freſher colours of his own making : He ſcorns to 
be ſeen in God's Image , and therefore he makes 
himſelf fuch 2 Viſard as prevents all Bluſhes,and de- 
fends him from all vifible figns of Concern art Re- 
proof. And from {ecing the pride of his Looks, let's

Andthen the difference 
will be ſeen, and felt, and {marted for, to the 
Proud Man's eternal Sorrow ; when all his proud 
Looks,and his haughty Words ſhall be curn'd into 
howling, and wailing, and weeping, and gnaſhing 
of Teeth. Fhen the difference betwixt a Dives 
and a Laxarxs ſhalt be openly proclaim'd, when 
Devils ſhall drag the one into: Hell, and Angels 
ſhall convey the other into _ Abrahaw's Boſom.
